The birth of a son was 
announced to the father 
with particular ceremonies. 

Jewish fathers, and also 
Greek and Roman, acknow- 
ledged a new born infant by 
taking it in their arms. 

Abram made a great feast 
the day Isaac was weaned. 








It seems probable, from 
certain references, that He- 
brew women had _ the na- 
ming of children. Leah said, 
when her child was born, 
“Call his name Reuben.” 

All Hebrew names had a 
meaning. Reuben signifies 
the sight of a son—Abigail, 
the father’s joy—Anna, gra- 
cious.—Sumuel, heard of 
God—Susanna, lily, joy— 
Sarah, lady—lIsaac, laughter. 


The children of Machir 
were brought up on Joseph’s 
knees. This is a pleasing 
picture of an old man’s fond- 
ness for his descendants. 


It was customary to bring 
Jewish youth to men of pie- 
ty, to receive their blessing. 
“Israel stretched out his 
hand, and laid it on 
Ephraim’s head.” We none 
of us can forget that Jesus 
imitated this solemn and af- 
fectionate act, when he 
blessed little children.

She al- 
ways accompanies a bride to 
her husband’s house, and 1e- 
mains there an honoured 
character. Thus it was in 
ancient Greece, and thus it 
appears in the age of the Pa- 
triarchs,”

The common method of 
insulting children was to a- 
buse their parents, Saul 
said to Jonathan, “Thou 
son of a perverse, rebeliious 
woman,” when he was an- 
gry withthe youth, and not 
with his mother. 

Music and dancing are of- 
ter. mentioned in the Scrip- 
tures, The dancing, was 
commonly an exhibition by 
bired persons for the amuse- 
ment of a company. 

A Jewieh p'ay of children, 
was, to blindfold one of their 
companions, strike him gent- 
ly, and make him guess 
who did it, 

Adoption was very com- 
mon in the East. Adopted 
children took the name, and 
became heirs of the family, 
in which they were received. 

Children were often prom- 
ised in marriage ata very 
early age, Sometimes an 
agreement was made by the 
parents in writing, and 
sometimes a piece of silver 
exchanged between the par- 
ties. The bride then re- 
mained in her father’s house 
for many years,
